The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) adopted new requirements 
for energy conservation now included in the State 
Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The new 
provisions took effect on January 1 and they consti- 
tute an entire replacement of the current Chapter 
13, which affects all new commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is offering a year-long series of training seminars 
on the new energy code. Architects, engineers, interi-

Architects poised to shape 
the building code 


When the BSA Codes & Regulations Committee 
was re-constituted several years ago, our principal 
objective was to have an impact on the development 
and enforcement of the building, access, and fire 
codes that affect every architect's practice in 
Massachusetts. After laying the groundwork in our 
monthly meetings at the BSA over the past year or 
more, we are now poised as a profession to have that 
significant impact we seek. 


Over the course of the next year, Massachusetts will 
compile and adopt the 7th edition of the 
Massachusetts State Building Code based for the 
first time on the International Building Code. This 
transition from BOCA to the IBC presents us with 
an opportunity to re-think the many amendments 
that make our code the most stringent in the nation. 


Code requirements for existing buildings (Chapter 
34) will likely be rewritten for the 7th edition. New 
energy-conservation requirements for existing build- 
ings are already under development. The time for 
optimum leverage in shaping the future of codes in 
Massachusetts is now. We urge Massachusetts archi- 
tects to join us at our monthly breakfast meetings at 
the BSA...this month it is 8:30 am on October 17. 


It is essential that architects be present at the table 
this time when codes are rewritten; your involve- 
ment will have a direct impact on your own practice 
in Massachusetts. We urge you no to let this oppor- 
tunity pass unattended. 


The code and existing buildings 

The re-use of existing buildings is of tremendous 
economic, social, architectural and environmental 
importance to our cities and towns. 


At Build Boston next month the Codes & 
Regulations Committee is sponsoring several work- 
shops related to the renovation of existing buildings 
including two that deal specifically with code require- 
ments for existing-buildings: on November 13, work- 
shop A76 focuses on understanding Chapter 34 with 
a basic introduction to this unique approach used 
only in Massachusetts; on November 14, in work- 
shop B79, we explore the future of existing building 
codes and the existing buildings chapter of the IBC.

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Got ethics? 


The architectural profession is amoral. Not immoral. 
The profession does not defy its established ethical 
standards. Instead it simply lacks meaningful ethical 
standards to defy -- or to embrace. This does not 
mean that architects as citizens are not the very 
paragons of virtue, upholding all the time-honored 
values of citizenship. But architects as architects have 
no way to claim similar virtue, since the values of the 
profession that they might claim to uphold are 
obscure to the point of invisibility. 


This is not the case for other professions. The 
American Bar Association requires, among other 
things, that the legal profession pursue "Justice". 
The American Medical Association demands that the 
medical profession promote "Health". The National 
Society of Professional Engineers enjoins the engi- 
neering profession to protect "Public Safety". 


Justice, Health, and Safety, therefore, are the defining 
ethical values of their respective groups, without which 
these professions do not exist. That is, if medical pro- 
fessionals do not promote health in their practices, 
they fall short of being doctors and can be removed 
from the group. What corresponding value defines the 
architectural profession? Check the NCARB website at 
(http://www.ncarb.org/forms/roconduct.pdf) or the ALA 
website (/ttp://www.e-architect.com/institute/codeethics.asp) 
codes of ethics; you won't find an answer. You will 
find some rather thin guidelines that amount to 
upstanding business practices or even reminders of 
good citizenship. (But you already obey laws and play 
fair, right?) It's difficult to see how respecting these 
codes makes anyone an architect rather than just a 
decent person. 


For a group to be amoral (neither moral nor im- 
moral) is, in essence, for the group to be non-exis- 
tent. Mores (from the Latin root for "custom") are 
simply the defining common customs of a group. 
You cannot have common mores without a group 
and you cannot have a group without common 
mores. Therefore it is only in the context of a partic- 
ular group morality that you can be morally virtuous 
or depraved; you cannot really have your own ethic. 


Of course, there are a number of citizens called archi- 
tects and if we put them all in one room there would 
be a grouping of sorts. And we could say that the 
jumble of values that all the individuals bring to the 
group, by default, forms the group's ethic. But that 
would be cheating. Adjoining values are not com- 
mon values. And ethical standards are not just about 
group behavior but about group standards of behav- 
ior — what groups agree they should be doing rather 
than what they are doing. 


For groups with no common ethic (not to mention 
one that is worthwhile) to perform as professions is a 


serious ethical lapse in itself — an exploitation of 
political privileges for personal gain. The monopoly 
stature that the state confers on licensed professionals 
is not a gift to just anyone pursuing anything. It is 
an exchange: society grants special protections to a 
whole group of lawyers or doctors or engineers and 
they uphold the common ethic of Justice or Health 
or Safety on behalf of that same society. 


If architects want to justify their licensed monopoly 
through their own claims to protecting public safety, 
I would recommend that they too be licensed as 
engineers, who are clearly defined by this ethic. If 
architects want to enjoy their status under some 
vague clause about serving "public welfare", I would 
point out that they have then grouped themselves 
with hairdressers and other commercial trades who 
simply offer useful services. 


Since architects have not been able to stand up for 
any more compelling group ethic, perhaps they 
should not be a state-chartered professional group at 
all. Or perhaps they need to get ethics — but 
through mutual consent. Remember: you cannot be 
an ethical architect all by yourself. 


So, come stand up for something at our monthly 
Ethics Forum, or simply sit and enjoy the ongoing 
debate; this month it is 6:00 pm on October 10.

Carlos Diniz 


The architectural illustration community 
and the profession of architecture at large 
have lost a luminary. Carlos Diniz passed 
away suddenly in July at his home in 
California. He was among the world’s 
leading illustrators for over a quarter- 
century; his distinctive style of pen-&- 
ink drawings and sketches defined some 
of the world’s largest and most innovative 
projects of the 1960s-1970s. After 
leaving high school early, he joined the 
army and travelled throughout Europe 
and later was trained in industrial design 
at the Art Center School of Los Angeles. 
He was “converted” to architecture after a 
visit to Taliesin West. He founded his 
firm in 1957 and his unusually large firm 
of up to 10 people was the first to offer 
full-scale graphics services to architects 
and developers and was one of the first 
illustrators to adopt digital perspective. 
His clients included Ben Thompson & 
Associates, TAC, Moshe Safdie & 
Associates and a broad range of other 
nationally and internationally known 
architects. The essence of his work is 
exquisitely reproduced in a book titled 
Building Ilusion! The Work of Carlos 
Diniz published by Process Architecture 
in 1992. Carlos Diniz was passionate 
about almost everything from exotic cars 
to fine homes and architecture and will 
be long remembered for a life and a 
career lived large.
